WITH THE AMERICAN ARM¥ 
ON THE CHAMPAGNE FRONT, 
Sept. 26.—(Reuter.) Last night's 
bombardment of the German lines 
preparatory to the attack begun this 
morning was a magnificent spectacle. 
it was a cloudless night and thou- 
sands of guns all firing furiously 
@reached the hills in a ceaselest 
sparkle of flame like myriads of 
firefiies. For six hours the roar of 
the cannon, like the roll of « gtant 
érum, was unbroken. 

The enemy is reported to have 
been suspicious of an attack some- 
where in the Champagne sector or 
toward Briey and for the past ten 
days was watching this front close- 
ly.

The staf’ work of the American 
army was excellent. Continuous 
touch was maintained between di- 
and reports were received 
without delay.

The American attack began at 
6:30 o'clock this morning on a 
twenty-mile front between the Ar- 
gonne and the Meuse Tho artillery 
preparation commenced on the 
flanks at 11:30 o'clock Wednesday 
night and on the whole front at 
2:30 o’ciceck this morning. It was 
of an extremely severe character 
and was carried to considerable 
depth. 

The German artillery, which was 
not in’ position to bring a powerful 
cross fire on the front of atiack was 
subjected to a gas bombardment 
during the entire time. The night 
was fine, but a dense mist formed to- 
morning, greatly increasing 

he difficulties of the young troops 
unaccustomed to night work. Not- 
withstanding this the American as- 
seault was successful everywhere. 
The enemy's front line was occupied 
in advance of schedule and the 
progress continues, although the 
enemy's resistance is stifiening at 
certain places where an aitack ap- 
parently was expected beforehand. 

The Germans were forced to give 
up positions of great strength, 
which for years had proved aimost 
impregnable. Consequently a feel- 
ing of much satisfaction is permis- 
sible, but it ts too early to announce 
definitely the results finally to be 
attained.

FIRST ENEMY POWER QUITS. 


[Resume br the Associated Press.) 

With the welding of the 
armies of the Entente into a 
compact whole under command 
of the Interallied War Council, 
guided by the master strategy of 
Marshal Foch, apparently has 
come the first break in the 
united front of the Central 
Powers. 

Bulgaria, smaliest of the Teu- 
tonic allies, seems to have struck 
her colors. Premier Malinoff 
has asked for an armistice to 
consider terms of peace. 
Whether he is acting upon his 
own responsibility as the repre- 
sentative of a revolutionary 
party or with the approval of 
King Ferdinand and the govern- 
ment remains in doubt. 

In either case, however, there 
is little doubt that Bulgaria has 
ceased to be a military factor tn 


the war. Her armies are in full 
retreat and her soil has been 
invaded 


Secession of the Balkan state 
from the thraldom of Germany 
will be almost as severe a blow 
- to the Teutonic alliance as was 
the collapse of Russia to the 
Allies. 

If* Bulgaria lays down her 
arms, Turkey, her armies shat- 
tered by the coup of Gen. Al- 
lenby in Palestine, will be cut 
off from her allies. Her lines 
of communication will be sev- 
ered except across the Black Sea 
through Rumania or over the 
mountain peaks of Trans-Cau- 
casia into Russia, where the 
atip of the German-controlled 
Bolsheviki is becoming steadily 
weaker. 

TURKEY IN PERIL. 


With her supplies of German- 
made munitions and raw mate- 
rials hanging by such a «lender 
thread, military observers be- 
lieve the Ottoman empire will 
have no course left but to fol- 
low the example of her Balkan 
neighbor. 

But it makes little difference 
to the Entente whether the 
Turks abandon Germany and 
Austria. If Bulgaria quits, Tur- 
key can no longer be a menace 
to their plans, 

The back door of Austria will 
stand ajar before the victorious 
British, French, Serbian, Greek 
and Italian armies plunging 
ahead through the mountains of 
liberated Serbia.

with Bulgaria, and the Bulgarian 
Minister still occupies his legation 
here. Therefore, directly and form- 
ally, the American government has 
nothing to do with the proposal 
made to the French general com- 
manding the Allies in Macedonia. 
Actually, however, the Bulgarian 
affair must be considered as an im- 
porant phase of the world war situ- 
tion, so the announcement from Pa- 
ris that not only the Entente gov- 
ernments, but the United States, 
must be consulted before Bulgarian 
proposals are consid was not 
surprising. 

If the Bulgarians really are ready 
to quit the war on the Allies’ terms, 
there is little doubt. that her offers 
will be entertained. There will be no 
“round table” peace discussions, 
however, with opportunities for se- 
cret German machinations to confuse 
the issue and bring about such a 
situation, as it was hoped to create 
through the recent proposal from 
Austria. The Allies all along have 
indicated a determination to dea 
separately and independently with 
each of the countries with which 
they aro at war when it came to 
peace negotiations, and if Bulgeria 
ean meet the test of sincerity, the 
time has come when she may find 
safety ‘n dropping out of the alli- 
ance with the Central Powers. 

SUSPECT HUN MOVE. 


When the news of the Bulgarian 
flea first reached Washington in 
preas dispatches through Berlin, 
sothe officials were quick to suspect 
a new move in the Teutonic peace 
offensive. The readiness of Berlin to 
Kive the information to the world 
aroused distrust, although it was 
conceded that the German govern- 
ment might have realized that the 
situation was too serious to permit 
suppression and took this means of 
breaking the facts gently to its 
people. 

The official announcement from 
Parise and later an official intimation 
te the State Department of what 
had happened cleared the air. In- 
stead of a scheme to start peace 
conferences to which Germany and 
Austria might be admitted, the 
move now is seen as the beginning 
of the process of dissolution of the 
central alliance.

GASOLINE SHORTAGE 
BANS SPEED EVENTS. 


AUTOMOBILE ASSOCTATIONS EX- 
PECTED TO OFF CON- 
TESTS SLATED. 


(EXCLAFIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Prob- 
ability that the gasolineless Sunday 
bar would be removed this week 
diminished today when the Fuel Ad- 
ministration emphasized the need 
for further conservation in a re- 
quest that all automobile, motor- 
cycle and motor-boat racing and 
speed contests be suspended for the 
period of the war. 

“The request.” sald the Fuel Ad- 
ministrator, “comes as a result of 
the growing need for the conserva- 
tion of gasoline and because of the 
demand for skilled automobile 
drivers and mechanics for war serv- 
ice. A strict compliance of the 
request is earnestly desired. 

“The American Automobile Asso- 
ciation is ¢o-operating in the move- 
ment and has assured the Fuel Ad- 
ministration that it ie prepared to 
observe the request. Chairman 
Richard Kennerdell of the aasocia- 
tion's contest board reports that he 
has practically suspended vuperations 
and will tiesue no more sanctions 
for racing meets or speed contests. 

“Sanctions have been previously 
given, however, for races to be held 
at Trenton, N. J., Danbury, Ct., 
Tucson and Phoenfs, Ariz, and at 
Los Angeles, within the next two 
months, but ft is expected the pro- 
moters of these contests will call 
the events-off to comply with the 
wishes of the Fuel Administration. 

“Besides the saving of gasoline 
the cessation of race meets will 
serve to supply expert operators 
and mechanics for service in the 
army transport and aeronautic 
branches of the army.”

(Except the selected list of names above referred 
to.) Committees will be formed in every branch of industry and they will solicit sub- 
scriptions of all persons, either men or women, who are connected with that branch of 
industry. These committees will gather the subscriptions of all employees, of all pro- 
prietors, corporations and their officers, excepting the particular ones who have been 
expressly assigned to the team organization above referred to. Proprietors of all es 
tablishments are requested to post conspicuously in the establishment a list of the 
names of all persons in any way connected with such establishment and the amount

Save Ventura Crop from 
Damage. 

[BXCLOUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

OXNARD, Sept. 27.-—Rain- 
fall during the last twenty- 
four hours measures .77 of an 
inch; total for season, 1.14. 

The lima bean crop of the 
county has been wet for the sec- 
ond time and a loss faces the 
grewers. If drying weather 
comes the loss will be small, 
perfiaps $50,000. If the rain 
and cloudy weather continue 
the beans will rot and mildew 
and hand picking will be nec- 
essary after threshing, which 
is an expensive process. Only 
one-third of the total crop has 
been threshed. 

The belief prevails that the 
precipitation has done much 
damage to the walnut crop, 
the harvest of which has just 
started. ‘The light showers of 
two weeks ago caused a con- 
siderable loss to walnut grow- 
ers. The rain makes the nuts 
fall and discolors them.

under the most favorable conditions. 


Gen. Gourand'’s Fourth Army in the Champagne resumed its attack this morning from the positions cap- 


tured from the Germans yesterday.

. The prisoners captured by the French today have not yet been counted. | 


PARIS, Sept. 27.—Marsha! Foch 
launched his offensive by Franco- 
American forces yesterday on a 
larger scale than any of his previ- 
ous offertsive efforts. According 
to the latest advices the attack was 
progressing favorably all over the 


line. 

The Allied commander's new 
stroke, when viewed in its relation 
to the whole campaign, shows the 
Significance of the fighting that has 
taken place along the outposts of 
the Hindenburg line from Flanders 
to the Aisne. 

This fighting was not to wrest 
from the enemy, by dogged effort, 
villages of more or less importance. 
Tt was primarily intended to force 
Gen. Ludendorf to kee heavy 
forces on that part of the 
make it difficult for him to form a 
fresh strategic reserve. and, while 
keeping things moving along the 
western Hindenburg positions, to let 
loose another hurricane on either 
sidé of the Argonne. 

As for the struggle itself, it was 
a. perticulariy hard one on the 
French half of the front. In this 
conmection, however, it should be 
remembered that this was the first 
time since July that the Allies have 
been confronted with a line deeply 
and strongly fortified and composed 
of immumerable successive lines of 
trenches. switches, dugouts, re- 
doubts and field forts, all perfected 
four years of unbrvken 
enemy occupation. Furthermore. 
while on the American sector the 
enemy appeared to have been 
caught napping, since the Amer'i- 
cans appeared to have taken a num- 


ront and) 


ber of the strongest positions ovt of 
hand, the Germans must have ex- 
pected the attack west of the 
Argonne. There was evidence of 
this In the multiplicity of raids they 
had carried out there within the 
week. 

Tactically the operation was 
planned and carried out with con- 
siderable success. Suspecting that 
the Germans were likely to imitate 
slavishly Gen. Gouraud'’s trick 
withdrawing their advance de- 
fenses, scouts were sent out all 
along the line before artillery prepa- 


ration started. Their reporis 
showed that the French staff had 
gueksed right. 


Consequently shortly before mid- 
night on the 25th the French artil- 
lery let drive, not on empty ground 
but on the first line and support 
positions, where heavy reserves 
were massing. The guns con- 
tinued to pound away all night and 
when the signal to “go over” was 
given at 5 a.m. Thursday the 
enemy's telephonic communications 
had been cut at y points. 

The preparation was carried out 
in a particularly adroit manner. 
The Germans whose official state- 
ment admits that the preparation 
lasted eleven hours, were evident- 
ly convinced t the attack would 
be confined to the French sector 
west of the Argonne and it was only 
several hours later when the Amer!i- 
can artillery began that the enemy 


was undeceived. When the Al- 
lied troops tieft their trenches 
simultaneously the Germans had 


sent most of their troop convoys 
to the Champagne side. 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY ON 
THE CHAMPAGNE FRONT, 
Thursday, Sept. 26.—(7 p.m.)—Gen. 
Gouraud’s men were continuing 


their advance tonight along the 
front west of the Argonne Forest.

SPANISH INFLUENZA. HERE. 


Absolute assurance that not @ 
single case of Spanish influenza 
exists in any Southerh Californis 
military camp, and the declaration 
of city and county health officeis 
and medical experts that nothing 
but the ordinary variety of in- 
fluenza has manifested itself in this 
locality, made it appear yesterday 
that Southern California is one of 
the very few districts entirely free 
from the epidemic which has been 
sweeping over the rest of the coun- 
try. 

A canvass of all military camrs 
in this district yesterday brought 
forth the information that none of 
the soldiers and sailors have con- 
tracted the so-called Spanish in- 
fluenza. Two possible cases of 


ordinary influenza and four cf 
“catarrhal inflammation” were re- 
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ported from Camp Kearny, but 
these have been sent to the Base 
Hospital, and great precautions are 
being taken. Two companies were 
quarantined yesterday but in to 
case have the surgeons found in- 
flUengza germs. Orders have been 
given to reduce the number of men 
per tent from six to five. 
Capt. John Mel of the Naval 
Training Station In San Pedro gave 
orders yesterday that the public 
would not be admitted to the usual 
Saturday parade, He also ordered 
other precautions taken to safeguard 
his men acainst exposure to the 
disease. The men were denied 
leave from camp last night and the 
order may be extended to reach 
acroas the week-end period. There 
are no cases there. 
At the Fort MacArthur artillery 
station Capt. Ryan said jhat no 
cases of Spanish influenza had ap- 
peared. He declared that he does 
not anticipate an outbreak of the 
malady and feel sure that Souther. 
California will escape it because of 
her superb climatic conditions. 
Lieut. Nielson of the Submarine 
Rase says that until further notice 
visitors will be denied admission 
there. This order has been issued 
as a precautionary measure and 
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be lifted as s00n as it appears that 
the scourge of Spain is net goine 
te rum rampant here.

Twenty of the leading physicians 
asserted that they had failed to find 
any evidence of Spanish influenza, 
although they admitted that quite 
a number of their patients who had 
contracted colds or the grippe had 
been somewhat alarmed and fearful 
that they had contracted the epl- 
demic which is now prevalent in 
eastern cities. 

Dr. W. W. Hiteheock alone 
among the local physicians appeared 
publicly yesterday wearing a germ 
mask for the sake ofekeeping germs 
from getting out rather than to pre- 
vent them from getting In. He ts 
suffering from a severe cold or mild 
influenza and while he doesn't admit 
that it is of the Spanish variety he 
frankly confesses that it makes him 
feel decidedly uncomfortable, and 
for the sake of safeguarding the 
health of his patients he appeared 
in his consulting room and among 
his patients at the California Hos- 
pital yesterday wearing an im- 
provised germ-trap made of several 
thicknesses of antiseptic gauze laid 
over his mouth and nose, and made 
fast to his face by means of several 
short strips of adhesive tape. He 
says that such masks should be 
worn by all those who are afflicted 
with severe colds, and asserts that 
if people would adopt the mask 
colds and influenzas would soon be- 
come practically unkncwn. 

“I got the germ mask idea from 
Dr. Dudley Fulton, now a lieuten- 
ant-colonel in charge of the base

Ilitchcock. “He requires all grippe 
or influenza patients to put on the 
mensks before entering the base hos- 
pital.

County Health Officer Pomeroy is 
the most optimistic of all the local 
medical men who were interviewed 
yesterday. He says he hag failed to 
find Spanish influenza except 
among the sailors on a training ves- 
sel which recently dropped anchor 
here. He prevented them from 
Spreading the disease, and it has 
not appeared elsewhere. 

GERM CAN’T LIVE HERE. / 

“Personally,” said the County 
Ilealth Officer, “I don’t believe the 
influenza germ is very long lived 
Nai-y in the sunshine and clear air, 

ind I sincerely believe that we 
ought to invite the people of the 
Kast to come here if they desire to 
Ket away from the Spanish influenza 
epidemic. Cases of influenza in 
Southern California are not attend- 
ed by the complications of heart and 
lungs which manifest themselves in 
such cases back in the rugged cli- 
mates where there is less sunshine.” 

Dr. Pomeroy says that Influenza 
is no respecter of persons and that 
it takes the high as well as the low. 
The only outstanding features about 
it are that it. seems to have an affin- 
ity for the babies and old folks, and 
mest often overtakes people who 
live in crowded quarters. Grading 
“amps and the like are excellent 
places for it to#/breed and spread.

ULGARIA’S QUITTING. 
The rats are leaving the sinking ship. 
Bulgaria is the first. 
Then it will be Turkey. 
Then Austria. 

Let the Kaiser tremble! 

This is one of the greatest hours that 
modern civilization has known. Daylight is 
coming again. 

Bulgaria has asked for an armistice. Al- 
though this request has properly been re 
fused, it is only a matter of formality. The 
demand of the Allies for unconditional sur 
render will not be denied. 

Bulgaria is through. And the Central 
Powers are doomed. 

The Czar Ferdinand came into the war 
cold-bloodedly for what he could get out of 
it. He looked both sides carefully over and 
Picked Germany as the winner. 


Having picked the wrong side, he is just 
as cold-bloodediy resolved to quit while 
the quitting is good. In other words, Bul- 
Saria is trying to get merciful terms of 
peace by turning State's evidence against 
ber fellow assassins. 

No doubt the dismal tone of foreboding 
that ran through the speeches of the Kaiser 
and Chancellor Von Hertling were promoni- 
tory of this disaster. Both of them undoubt- 
edly knew that Bulgaria was getting ready 
to desert. 

Bulgaria's departure from the ranks of 
the Central Powers will go down in history 
as one of the pivotal events of all time. In 
& geographical and strategical sense, this 
little Balkan nation is the pin that holds the 
whole Teutonic fabric together. With Bul- 
Saria gone, Turkey cannot possibly stand. 
It has long been a military axiom that Con- 
Stantinople was naked to any attack from 
the north, and this north route will now 
be open. 

The front door at the Dardanelles the 
Turk can and did hold against the great 
power of the Allied fleet. The back door 
she cannot by any possibility hope to de- 
fend; especially as her military strength is 
being severely taxed by the British offen- 
sives in Mesopotamia and Palestine, and 
her best troops drawn far away from Con- 
stantinople. 


Turkey will soon follow Bulgaria down 
the white flag lane. And with Turkey out 
Austria and Germany will be in a fearful 
plight. The surrender of the Dardanelles 
Will open up the sea routes to the south 
whereby order, discipline, food and govern- 
Ment can be brought to starving, locoed 
Kussia once more. 

It is not a very far look across the frture 
tw see that the collapse of Bulgaria will re- 
sult in the rehabilitation of Russia as our 
eastern ally. 

And upon the ability of the Allies to 
wrench Russia free from German influences 
depends the future history of the world. 

The direct effect of the Bulgarian collapse 
will be to cut off Turkey from all German 
help in her dire distress. 

The indirect effect will be to pull out the 
keystone of the arch whereby the Kaiser 
boped to march on to world domination. 

Oddly enough this little Balkan country 
is absolutely and vitally essential to all the 
German world-dreams. Alsace and Lorraine 
are not really very essential to the German 
‘future. Bulgaria is more essential than 
Berlin itself. 


The Germans had two plans for conquer- 
ing the world: one was to force their way 
down to the Persian Gulf, where they could 
stand between England and India; the other 
Was to press on eastward by the north 
Shores of the Caspian Sea and enter India 
by Afghanistan. 

In the first of these schemes Bulgaria was 
an important stone in the causeway. In the 
second, Bulgaria was the only bulwark 
against interference from the great powers 
dominating the Mediterranean Sea Bul- 
garia stood like a wall protecting the weak- 
est link of the Kaiser’s Drang Nach Osten 
plan. 

Without Bulgaria, the whole plan of “Me 
and Gott,” world domination, German kul- 
tur and the rest of it must go by the board. 

Incidentally it will be a relief to have a 
world without an intriguing Bulgaria in it. 
Within the last ten or twelve years, Bul- 
garia’s insatiable ambitions have brought on 
two wars, and probably had a lot to do with 
this one. Ferdinand’s dreams of a new 
Balkan empire have now been permanently 
squeiched. The future peace of the world 
will benefit considerably thereby. 

One of the most significant features of 
Bulgaria's activity with the white flag is 
that she is quitting before she really got 
hurt. No military event had happened that 
would justify the surrender. 

Bulgaria has looked the ground over with 
the trained eye of the military expert and 
she sees nothing to stay for. The eyes 
that look forth from the other Central Pow- 
ers are also the eyes of trained soldiers. 
And what do they see? 


NGRESSMAN HAYES. 

While raising the loyalty issue in every 
Congressional district where there is a 
Democratic incumbent, the National Demo- 
cratic Committee is quietly lending support 
to the opponents of Republican members of 
the House of Representatives who have 
loyally supported the administration in its 
war programme. A striking instance is the 
attempt of the Democrats to organize a 
campaign against Congressman E. O. Hayes, 
the Republican incumbent in the Fifth Calli- 

rnia District. Mr. Hayes has represented 

district in Congress ably and fearlessly 
for a number of terms. His loyalty alike to 
hig country, his district and his party has 
been proved in times when cowards fal- 
tered and weak men fell. 

Mr. Hayes is ranking Republican mem- 
ber on some of the most: important Con- 
gressional committees. If the Republican 
party should succeed in controlling the 
Sixty-sixth Congress Mr. Hayes will be in 
position to render valued service alike to 
his State and to the country at large. Mr. 
Hayes is favorably known and highly es- 
teemed in his district. It would be difficult 
to write a higher encomium than his offi- 
cial record as a public servant. The Times 
is certain that he will be reelected by an 
old-time Republican majority; but it is 
nevertheless interesting to note the whis- 
pering campaign by which the Democrats 
are seeking to encompass his defeat. They

HE “HUNS AT HOME.” | 

While the American people are giv- 
ing three rousing cheers for Pershing and 
our boys over there, and our Allies, three 
more might well be given for the Federal 
officials and Senators and Congressmen who 
are doing their part toward wiping out the 
Huns at home. It is not spectacular work, 
but to those acquainted with the whole pat- 
tern of German propaganda and of the wide- 
spread efforts for the past forty years to 
educate the American people to think old 
Kaiser Bill hot stuff and his methods those 
of a superman, the fact that in our midst 
the Hun is on the run is cheering news. 
One by one those who have been carrying 
the banner for the Kaiser in the United 
States is being smoked out. 


Arthur Brisbane, Hearst editor-in-chief, 
is the latest of the crew of Hearst editors 
and German propagandists to be hauled into 
the limelight with his money dag and asked 
by the Senate: “Where did you get it and 
what did you do to earn it?” And the proof 
that the Hearst-German propagandists know 
they are discovered is seen in the defensive 
tone they are now taking. Hearst is on 
the defense, in full page advertisements. 
The Los Angeles Examiner prints Bris- 
bane’s passionate defense of his loyalty, in 
which he explains that when the German 
brewers gave him nearly $500,000 they did 
not, by any chance, purchase his opinions. 

“We judge a man by the company he 
keeps—by his friends,” said German-brew- 
eries editor Arthur Brisbane in his regular 
weekly unsigned editorial in last Sunday's 
Los Angeles Examiner. The company Mr. 
Brisbane admits he kept, after being dis- 
covered by Enemy Alien Property Custodian 
Palmer, included the Reuters, the Rup 
perts, Schmidts, Feigenspahns and others 
of the German brewers’ trust, and the Sen- 
ate intends finding out all about Mr. Bris- 
bane’s relations with the kind friends who 
gave him the money to buy the Washington 
Times. 

Slowly but surely the net is drawing 
about the men higher up. Now there are 
but three chiefs left in the Hearst boat— 
the Kaiser and Hearst—two Bills and Bris- 
bane; three men in a boat, and the boat 
sinking after being shelled and filled with 
holes by the American people, and more 
bullets coming every minute. Gone are the 
rest of the crew: WILLIAM BAYARD 
HALE, Hearst special writer and Berlin 
correspondent, exposed as salaried head of 
German propaganda in this country; C. F. 
BERTELLI, Paris correspondent, who con- 
fessed he took $11,000 of Bolo Pasha's Ger- 
man money, and was later present at 
Hearst's dinner to Bolo in New York; 
ALBERT SANDER, dramatic critic, con- 
victed spy master; HANS VON STENGEL, 
interned; THEO- 
DORE SUTRO, editor of Hearst's now ex- 
tinct German language daily, paid counsel 
and official of German-American Alliance, 
in unsuccessful] effort to prevent organiza- 
tion from being outlawed, and ARTHUR W. 
MATEIKAT, special writer, with Editor 
Sander, in effort to protect Capt. Boy-Ed, 
German attache who was fired out of this 
country before war was deciared. These 
are some of the exposed Huns in the Hearst 
service. 

Though but three men remain in the 
boat, the old ship Hearst is all dolled up 
with American flags, red crosses, Liberty 
Bonds, personally conducted heroes’ days 
and plans for rebuilding Kaiser-destroyed 
French cities, but the decorations do not 
hide the men in the boat. The public 
knows. The Kaiser is done. Brisbane is 
on the rack. In the prow of the boat is 
Hearst, his iron crosses and spiked helmet 
hidden in the bottom of the boat—there he 
stands, wrapped in an American flaz, an 
American soldier's hat on his head, posed 
like Ajax defying the lightning, as he sings: 
“Oh, say can you see—" But all three know 
that the boat is doomed, that the lightning 
of an aroused people cannot be defied, 

And when the old Kaiser takes up his 
lodgings in Napoleon's rooms at St. Helena, 
Bill of Berlin will have plenty of time to 
think over the cause of his finish, there 
on that empty island in the middie of a 
damp, wet ocean and with no Belgian wom- 
en or children on hard to slaughter. And 
Bill, we have no doubt, will say to himself, 
one of those days when he thinks he. is 
thinking: 

“One man who did not deliver the goods 
was William Randolph Hearst. William 
Bayard Hale told me Hearst had it all fixed, 
that the American people read Hearst's 
papers and that no one who ever read a 
Hearst paper would fight Germany, for 
Hearst and Brisbane had told them that 
I was the goods and was unbeatable. The 
Berlin Vossische Zeitung said Hearst was 
on the job for me. Could it have been pos- 
sible that the American people did not be- 
lieve what Hearst told them? Gotteramer- 
dungerundblitzen!”

It most 
often develops from sitting in drafts 
or cooling off too rapidly after be- 
coming overheated. 

People who believe that they are 
coming down with it are advised to 
go to bed, keep warm, drink plenty 
of water, take but little food, and 
consult a reliable physiciar.. in or- 
der to avoid contracting ahe dis- 
ease the public is advised to keep 
eut of crowded, stuffy. poorly- 


ventilated halls. Those who are al- 
ficted with a cold, the erippe or 
inflvenza are advised by physicians 
to safeguard the health of those, 
with whom they come In contact by 
covering up the mouth and ncse 
when forced to cough or sneeze.

Council Acts on the Initiative 
Petitions. 


Keeps Out Saloons, but Cafes 
| may Sell Later. 

Four Propositions Bear on 
Liquor Question. 


A fight to revoke the Gandiler or- 
dinance and supplant it with a less 
drastic law was formally launched 
yesterday, when the City Council 
ordered the Los Angeles Rominger 
bill to be placed upon the November 
ballot. Initiative petitions bearing 
22,000 signatures were presented to 
the Council and it was compelled to 
take favorable action. , 

In the event the Los Angeles 
Rominger bill is adopted by a ma- 
jority vote of the people, it will be- 
come effective on December 6, this 
year. It eliminates the saloons,. but 
permits the sale of intoxicating 
beverages containing as much as 21 
per cent. alcohol by wholesalers. 
Restaurants, cafes and hotels may 
not exceed the 14 per cent. limit on 
alcohol, but they may sell unt!fl mid. 
night instead of 9 o'clock, as pro- 
vided by the Gandier law. Whole- 
sale houses, which are more com- 
monly known as family liquor 
stores, may sell until 7 p.m., instead 
of 6 p.m, 

This bill ls a counterpart of the 
State Rominger bill, with the ex- 
ception that the latter would be- 
come effective on June 30, 1919. 
The measure has the backing of the 
wine industry, wholesalers, cafe, 
restaurant and hotel people anda 
many business men who say they 
have suffered big losses since the 
adoption of the Gandier law, not be- 
ing able to rent storerooms former- 
ly occupied by saloons and cafes. 

It is presumed that the Gandier 
forces will make a fight against the 
adoption of the Los Angeles Rom- 
inger bill, but Dr. Gandier recently 
announced that his supporters 
would pay most of their attention 
to the Legislature. They want a 
“dry” Senate and Assembly &o as to 
make sure that California will rati- 
fy the national bone-dry amend- 
ment. 

Prohibitioniets will strongly 
the adoption of the bone-dry amend- 
ment, which is a State measure, 
and which is to be presented to the 
electors on November 5. There will 
be four propositions on the ballot 
of vital interest to persons con- 
cerned about the liquor traffic.

WILL SET TUNA PRICE. 


Government to Prohibit Any Pay- 
ment Néxt Season in Ex- 
cess of Maximum, 


The following confirmation tele- 
gram was received yesterday by W. 
Cc. Crandall, Federal Fish Adminis- 
trator for Southern California, from 
Washington: 
“The government will establish 
basic 1919 raw tuna for the season 
1919 and will prohibit any licensee 
paying in excess of the maximum, 
either by bonuses or other methods. 
“Canners and others will be free 
at any time to make contracts with 
fishermen for delivery of tuna for 
1919, subject to maximum prices to 
be fixed prior to May 15, 1919. 
“The government will set a maxi- 
mum price on the finished product, 
considering the basis of raw prod- 
ucts, cost of operating, and a reason- 
able margin of profit. 
“The government will make no 
guarantee to any canner or other 
license@ for the delivering of fish 
during 1919 In case fishermen refuse 
to deliver fish to licensee, or in case 
insufficient quantity of product de- 
livered by noncontract fishermen.”
